A petrified man from EI Paso, Tex., 
is at the California Gem Company's 
rooms, at No. 322 South Spring 
street. It is a cadaver of stone, 
most perfect in its human outlines. 
The owners, C. A. Gove and C. W. 
Buttner, assert that it is a real man. 
They bought the stone from a Mexi- 
can for a sum which they won't tell 
exactly, but which they say is more 
than $1000. Gove is the chief proprie- 
tor of the Califorma Gem Company, 
and Buttner is thé owner of a bowling 
alley at Riverside. They are 
to put their find on exhibition. 

If the work is a counterfeit, it -is 
a very ingenious one. The most sus- 
picious thing about it is that it ls tco 
ingenious, for it does not seém pos- 
sible that any human body could be 
preserved in the minute perfection that 
this one is in.

It seems that Mr. Bystander recently 
took a few days off from his arduous 
mercurial labors, and visited Ios An- 
geles, to which city he devotes almost 
his entire column ‘n the tasue of the 
Ban José paper bearing date of August 
7. He starts out with the following 
eriticiam of the asserted measly man- 
ner in which Los Angeles people treat 
all outside places: 

“There is no art in which the people 
et Southern California seem to have 
Gistinguithed themselves so eminently 
as in the art of ‘knocking.’ To say a 
kind word of San José or Santa Clara 
county in Los Angeles is to be guilty of 
a capital offense. To even suggest that 


the of our valley arg the most 
modern in t world is to aggravate 
as with a Hag almost to the point 


of fisticuffs. There is but one desirabie 
spot in California—aye, in the world— 
vis.. Los Angeles. Even poor lIittle 
Gried-up, peaceful San Diego, with its 
gust-covered store sheives and parched 
hilis, is not spared the vituperation and 
abuse of the Los Angeles tongue. In- 
deed, poor old sieepy Pasadena, with 
ite orange groves and fetid atmosphere, 
te kept busy trying to preserve any- 
thing like a barmonious relationship 
with its pluff and swagger neighbor.“ 

This is not only unkind, but untrue. 
It is only a few weeks since The Times 
publishes an article of some length, 
describing the interesting carnival of 
orchard flowers which was to be held 
in Santa Clara Valley. and urging all 
who could do so to go up there and 
gee thie rnre and beautiful sight. More- 
over, we have devoted more than a lit- 
recently 
maugurated for the development of 
the material resources of Central and 
Northern California, and have given it 
our unqualified indorsement.

Surely 
none could be so gelfish as to withhold 
admiration for such enterprise and en- 
ergy.”’ 

Mr. Backcapper—beg pardon. By- 
stander—might have spared us his ad- 
miration. We are not 
“taffy.”” We court legitimate criticiam, 
but we do like our critics to pay a lit- 
tle attention to the truth. If. after a 
steady and increasingly rapid growth 
of fifteen years, Los Angeles has not 
earned the right to claim permanency 
of development, then when, in the 
opinion of Mr. Bystander, may we cx- 
pect to arrive at that point? As to the 
old threadtare statement that we rely 
entirely upon fruit shipments for sup- 
port—wonder he did not say “oranges 
and tendertfeet“ —it is simply necessary 
to state that a conservative estimate, 
made by the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce, places the value of the 
principal products of Seuthern Califor- 
nia for the year 1901, including miscel- 
laneous manufactured products, at 3$69,- 
266,000. Surely, that is a pretty fair 
little income to divide among a popula- 
tion of about 350,000-—say about a 
thousand dollars a year to the family; 
and that, be it noted, does not cover 
the very large amount of money dis- 
tributed here every year by those men 
and women whom Mr. Bystander no- 
ticed hurrying through the streets with 
satchels.

Among the many useful and pub- 
lic-spirited tasks taken upon itself by 
the Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce ig that of arranging occasional 
excursions to points in Southern Call- 
fornia, so that our citizens may have 
an opportunity to become better ac- 
quainted with the enterprising men 
who are engaged in the task of de 
veloping the “back country,” upon 
which the prosperity of Los Angeles so 


pareey depends. The coming Ox- 


nara excursion will not de con- 
fined to members of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, but is open to 
all citizens who care to avail them- 
eelves of the opportunity of seeing the 
new town and its beet-sugar factory. 

Oxnard furnishes a brilliant example 
of the value of the beet-sugar industry, 
at which some ill-advised eastern 
papers and people have ventured to 
sneer. Located in the heart of the 
rich Santa Clara Valley of Ventura 
county, three and a half years ago the 
site of the town was uninhabited. To- 
day there are 3000 people, with an up- 
to-date little American city, having 
solid building’, electric lights, a sewer 
system to the ocean, and other appur- 
tenances of modern civilization. Ox- 
nard has been created and is supported 
entirely by the beet-sugar factory of 
the enterprising and “staying” brothers 
from whom the place takes its name, 
one of the largest establishments of 
the kind in the world. As showing 
how peculiarly well adapted to the 
growth of the sugar beet is this stc- 
tion, it may be mentioned that some of 
the beets harvested at Oxnard last 
season yielded over 25 per cent. sugar. 

If Congress will only leave the sugar 
tariff alone, the next ten years may ste 
the building of a dozen more Oxnards 
in Southern California. .

NEW FEDERAL PENITENTIARY, ATLANTA, 
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prisoners has been adopted for this in- 
stitution. In other words, all of the con- 
victs will be marched three times daily 
into one large dining-room. Here are 
a long tables of plain board, 
along the sides of which are stationary 
opera chairs, whose bottoms lift to 
provide an aisle through which the con- 
victs may march, single file, to and 
from meals.

STRIPES ABOLISHED. 

One of the most striking reforms 
which goes into effect with the open- 
ing of this model penitentiary is the 
abolition of the stripes, except as a 
safeguard when the convicts are work- 
ing outside the prison walls. It is 
Uncle Sam's theory that such marks 
of degradation lower a man in his own 
estimation, if he be continually branded 
therewith. 

The new prison garb is a civilian suit 
of plain sky-blue wool, a blue and 
white “hickory” shirt and a cap with 
visor. Twice a week in summer and 


. once a week in winter each convict 
i will be taken to the well-equipped pen- 


to contract labor in his Federal pris- 
ons, but has successfully employed his 
convicts as farmers. At Fort Leaven- 
worth the penitentiary farm consists 
of three or four hundred acreg of fine 
bottom land. This is farmed for the 
maintenance of the penitentiary. Such 
staples as are grown in excess of pris- 
on demands are sold and the proce>is 
turned into the national] treasury. 

The new Atlanta penitentiary will be 
ultimately utilized for the confinement 
of all United States prisoners convicted 
in the Southern States. There have 
been many complaints made to the De- 
partment of Justice that prisoners 
oe from the Southern States to 
northern penitentiaries suffer from the 
climatic change. Federal convicts from 
the Northern and Western States wil! 
be confined in the Fort Leavenworth 
penitentiary as soon as that is com- 
pleted. At McNeil Island. Washing- 
ton State, there is a third Federal pen- 
tentiary, built many years o. This 
has a capacity of only 100, and is util- 
ized for the confinement of United 
States prisoners convicted in Alaska 
and Washington. 

“BOARDING OUT” CONVICTS. 

But now that Uncle Sam has com- 
pleted one big national hotel, where 
rooms and board are free, and is fast 
bringing an even larger institution of 
the kind to completion—the two hav- 
ing a joint capacity of 1960—the old 
system of boarding convicts out in 
the State penitentiaries will de con- 
siderably reduced. There are now 
about 3000 Federal convicts distributed 
about the country, but even were every 
bunk of the Atlanta, Fort Leave,i. 
worth and McNeil Island peniten- 
tiaries fiiled, there would still ove 
about a thousand convicts who would 
have to be boarded in State prisons. 
However, the Atlanta peniteniary has 
been built on lines. which will admit 
of its enlargement to as great pro- 
portions as those of Fort Leaven- 
worth, whenever Congress may see fit 
to appropriate the money. 

To board out his prisoners it costs 
Uncle Sam all the way from 35 to 75 
cents per man per day, and over 2100 
are now being supported outside of 
the Federal penitentiaries. These nave 
been sent preferably to the penitentiariag 
of the States in which they have been 
convicted. Congress has made the re- 
striction that no Federal convict, 
wherever incarcerated, shall be em- 
ployed at contract labor; nevertheless 
many United States convicts beg to 
be allowed to work for the contractor, 
in order that they may earn the few 
cents overplus given each day to those 
working extra time. With this pin 
money prisoners in the State peniten- 
tlarles may purchase little juxur'es 
contributing to their happiness, 

Federal convicts in the State prisons 
are subject to the log al discipline. 
Thus two men, who commit precisely 
the same offense, may be subject to 
entirely different codes of discipline, 
depending upon the institution to 
which they are sent. Thus one may 
be subjected to the “separate” and the 
other to the doubling-up“ system. One 
may be forced to maintain absolute si- 
lence during working hours, and the 
other may be permitted to talk at will.

FEDERAL EXECUTIONS. 

The law as to the execution of Fed- 
eral convicts is uniform. Hanging is 
the only legal death which a capital 
offender against the United States 
proper can suffer. Thus a Federal 
hanging, when necessary, takes place 
even in a State where capital punish- ° 
ment is abolished or where electrocu- 
tion has been adopted. Twelve years 
ago a United States prisoner was sen- 
tenced to hang in Omaha, although 
capital punishment had been previous.y 
abolished in Nebraska. The govern- 
ment had purchased ground for a post- 
office, and there being no gallows 
owned by the State, the prisoner was 
hanged in one corner of that ground 
on an improvised scaffold. Federal 
capital offenders are generally exe- 
cuted in the nearest county jails. 

It costs Uncle Sam about $50 to hang 
a man. Some time ago the question 
came up in the Department of Justice 
as to the fund from which this expense 
should be paid, and a witty official 
gravely told the Attorney-General that 
the money should be drawn from the 
appropriation for “the support of pris- 
oners.“ 

Federal executions average only 
about two or three a year outside 
the District of Columbia, but it is sur- 
prising that they are not more plenti- 
ful, inasmuch as there are eighteen 
civil offenses punishable by death un- 
der the Federal statutes. These are 
treason, aiding and abetting to com- 
mit murder, robbery or piracy on the 
high sea’ or in places under extreme 
jurisdiction of the United States, rape 
in a fort or upon the high seas, corrupt 
casting away of vessels on the high 
seas, piracy on the high seas, laying 
violent hands by seamen upon their 
commander to prevent defense of ves- 
sel, robbery on shore by crew landing 
from piratical vessel, offenses on the 
high seas, in harbors or bays out of 
jurisdiction of a State, which on land 
would be punishable by death, robbery 
or hostility against the United States 
under color of commission from foreign 
State, making war on the United 
States on the high seas, forcibly con- 
fining on vessel a negro with attempt 
to make him a slave or sell him as 
such, landing from vessel and seizing 
a negro with such intent, maliciously 
burning a dwelling-house or barn in- 
side the reservation of a fort, dock- 
yard, etc. burning vessels of war afloat 
on the high seas, rescuing by force 
persons found guilty of a capital crime. 

The most phenomenal Federal of- 
fense on record is now puzzling the 
authorities here. An official who just 
returned from Marshall, N. C., discov- 
ered on the top of a mountain six or 
seven miles from that place, a woman 
“moonshiner”’ is openly plying her - 
legal trade. A warrant can be ob- 
tained for her at any time, but it 
would be futile to serve it, inasmuch 
as there is no means of carrying the 
prisoner down the steep mountain side 
in order to deliver her into the hands 
of the Marshal. She weighs 350 pounds.

FACTURE.

While this is speaking generally, 
there were some very singular inci- 
dents in the cotton-manufacturing in- 
dustry of the North, during the 1890- 
1900 decade, that are difficult to satis- 
factorily account for. Now. while it 
is true that all of the advance in the 
-eotton industry has not been in the 
Bouth during this decade, and that 
@ very large portion of it has been in 
the North, it is singular, and none the 
less a fact, that what gain the latter 
fection has made, has been made al- 
most wholly in the State of Massa- 
chusetts: the very State that has done 
more than any other in sending 
money, machinery and brains to the 
South for buliding up the cotton- 
manufacturing industry in that sec- 
tion upon a practical basis for success. 

The number of cotton spindles in 
the United States in 1890 was 14,088,- 
103, and, in 1900, the number was 19.- 
008,352, showing an increase of 4,920,549 
in ten years. About 56 per cent. of 
this increase was in the South, and 
#4 per cent. in the North. showing that 
a large portion of the increase was in 
the latter section. It will be seen that 
the northern section made a very con- 
siderable gain, much more than many 
have been led to believe. But the 

singular thing about this gain in the 

North is that over 90 per cent. of it 

was in Massachusetts alone. About 4% 

per cent. of the southern gain was in 

the States of North Carolina, South 
Carolina and Georgia.

Disappointment is sometimes, expe- 
rienced in the results of newly-plante1 
vines, but it usually comes from lack’ 
of proper treatment and knowledge of 
the nature of clinging and twining 
vines. 

The growth that has been made on 
a plant without the opportunity of 
clinging, will not make new tendrils, 
as a general rule, so new growth murt 
be depended upon for clinging. ‘This 
being the case, the old tops may be 
cut back without material loss, and 
often with some benefit to the plant. 

Some vines seem reluctant to climb, 
even when planted alongside a suit- 
able place to ascend. What they need 
is encouragement; sg. 4 must be tacked 
or tied up closely to the object. Such 
lack of entour ment will often te- 
sult in arted growth: the plants 
will sprawl] around helplessly till they 
feel something erect upon which they 
may have support. e manner in 
which they respond to a support given 
is amazing. Therefore, give the vines 
support immediately they are planted, 
even tho ey appear too small to

OLD DECLINING IN VALUE. 


Until recent times both gold and 
silver have been used as measures of 
values, and both fave been produced by 
manual labor assisted by such tools as 
the miner could carry with him. As 
neither metal occurs in large masses, 
the amount of effort required to pro- 
duce them long remained a nearly con- 
stant quantity, from which fact came 
the idea that they represented definite 
and uniform values. In the 70's large 
silver deposits became available by rea- 
son of the introduction of improved ma- 
chinery. The consequence of this was a 
reduced cost of production, and this re- 
duced cost was in a few years reffected 
by a fall in the price of silver compared 
with gold. During the last decade con- 
centrated effort has been going into 
the production of gold, exactly as it 
went into the production of silver some 
thirty years ago. This concentrated 
effort has been, and is now, reducing 
the cost of producing gold. Owing part- 
ly to the comparatively short time 
through which the improved methods 
of producing gold have been in opera- 
tion, and partly to the temporary shut- 
ting off of the least expensive supply, 
by reason of the South African war, 
the amount added to the general stock 
at the reduced cost of production has 
affected market values to only a Um-

These statistics ex- South African mines and a continuance 


of the process of reducing the cost of 
producing gold, its value as a purchas- 
ing commodity will decline. It is impos- 
sible to say to what extent the value 
of gold will decline, but it seems prob- 
able that during the next twenty years 
the decline will amount to about 50 per 
cent. Whatever may be the extent of 
this decline, we may be quite certain, 
that it will be considerable, and will 
continue for a number of years. 
may therefore say that in the im- 
mediate future prices will be stated 
in units of continually reducing value. 
In, other words, it will take an Increas- 
ing amount of gold to pay for artteles 
which have a uniform value.—[C. I.. 
Redfield, in The Engineering Magazine, 
for August.

OST OF LIVING, 


It seems to cost a great deal to live 
nowadays. Most persons notice it, es- 
pecially persons who are hard put to 
it to find the money to pay their bills. 
The statisticiens report that commodi- 
ties In general use cost, on an average, 
about 10 per cent. more than they dia 
a year ago. The rise in the price ot 
meat contributes a good deal to this 
advance, though bread stuffs have been 
high, toe. Articles of luxurv. like goo 
clothes and country houses, have grown 
dearer in 1 than most articles 
of necessity, because the huge influx ot 
money that the country has sustainea 

made a brisk market for luxuries. 
Rents are higher; houses cost more, 
Servants get higher wages; board is 


higher at summer hotels. Another thing 


that counts for a great deal is that in 
prosperous times like these the incomes 
of very many people are increased ana 
their expenditures are proportionately 
amplified. They spend more money, 
live more luxuriously, and raise the 
standard of living. The living expenses 
of any given family are very much af- 
fected by the expense of other families 
of their acquaintance, and the scale ot 
living of “other families” seems just 
how to have become inconveniently lib- 
eral. There is nothing that we are 
readier to share than our economies. 
It is easier to economize when it is 
the fashion. Just now prodigality is so 
conspicuously prevalent that it has be- 
come more or epidemic.—[{ Harper’s 
Weekly.

T HE WHITE ROBIN. 


In the summer of 1900 some friends 
of mine came to me with a story of a 
strange white bird that had been seen 
several times among the trees of a 
small grove jn Southern Ohio, the 
State in which my home county is, 
writes Henry Holcomb Bennett in the 
August St. Nicholas. Finally another 
friend told me that he had seen a pair 
of robins feeding it, and, between us, 
we agreed that it must be a white 
robin—an albino. 

An albino among men is a person 
whose skin and hair are unnaturally 
white. Among birds and animals an 
albino is one which is white, differing 
from others of its species. A bird or 
animal the normal color of which is 
white, or which changes to white 
feathers or fur for winter, is not an 
albino. The perfect albino has pink 
eyes, and no color about it. The white 
robin I saw was a perfect albino. 

The rest of the brood of which the 
albino was one had scattered and were 
looking out for themselves: but the 
parent birds were still feeding their 
white fledgling. The other birds in the 
grove took a great deal of interest in 
the strange inhabitant, especially the 
purple grackles. As the white robin 
sat on a bough the grackles would 
perch near it, looking at it with their 
heads turned shrewdly to one side, or 
hopping from place to place, as though 
to get a better view. All the time 
they kept up a blackbird conversaticn 
about the object of their curiosity, 
clucking and chuckling away at a great 
rate. 

The white robin did not hunt food for 
itself, although it was fully old enough 
to do so, but depended on its parents. 
When it gew, it did so awkwardly and 
blunderingly, and generally seemed to 
prefer staying in one place. 

A day or two afterward two boys

dead. One of the local papers had 
said that an albino robin might be sold 
to a museum, and I accused the boys of 
having killed the bird on the chance of 
selling it. This they stoutly denied, 
saying that they found it dead. I took 
off the skin for the purpose of mount- 
ing it, and found that the boys had 
been telling the truth, for there was no 
sign of any injury. The poor robin 
was very thin, and its stomach was al- 
most empty. except for the remains of 
one bug. I wondered if its parents 
had grown tired of feeding it. I found, 
also, that the reason it flew so poorly 
was because its eyes were defective, 
and that it must have been almost 
blind. Had its parents fed it until the 
time of the fall migration southward, 
the white robin could not have gone 
with the rest, and must have starved. 
The robin was entirely white, with pink 
eyes, a pinky-white beak, and pinkish 
legs. 
Albinism. by the way, is caused by 
the lack of pizment, or coloring mat- 
ter, In the quills. Birds so afflicted 
are usually not well developed, and 
suffer from attacks of individuals of 
their own species.

RARE BICYCLE PATH. 


Twenty-five miles of highway, 
graded and bridged like a railroad's 
right of way, cindered like a million- 
alre's private racetrack. cleared 
through heavy timber and carried 
around the precipitous sides of lakes 
on level shelves high above the water, 
and dedicated to the exclusive use of 
the wheel, is the result of long and 
persistent effort made by wheelmen 
of Seattle against seemingly impossible 
obstacles. 

The population of Seattle, like all 
western cities, is largely. recruited 
from the Eastern States. Thus it was 
that many people, accustomed to the 
letel roads of the Middle States and 
the rolling highways which make 
wheeling in the thickly populated East 
such a pleasure, ¢ame to this city of 
hills, with its beautiful surroundings 
of sound, lake, river and forest, and 
unpacked their wheels in all eagerness. 
Disappointment at once awaited these 
enthusiasts. for that same nature 
which had been so lavish in her gifts 
to the eye had not smoothed highways 
for the bicycle. ‘The very hills which 
seemed so inviting to the would-be 
rider effectually blocked his way, and 
the very forests which looked so cool 
on a hot summer day were penetrated 
here and there only by narrow, dusty 
lanes or rough, plank-floored country 
roads. 

But the energetic wheelmen refused 
to be confined to the paved streets of 
Seattie’s limited level business district, 
and the County Commissioners began 
to feel a pressure to make good the 
main highways, that the bicycles 
might be used with pleasure in the 
country. It was not long before the

This tax, 
excepting a small fee deducted by the 
city for the cost of collection and reg- 
istration, was turned over to a com- 
mission to be spent on the building 
and maintenance of bicycle paths. So 

yell did the plan result that ft has 
been maintained, with but small modi- 
fication, and has resulted in the per- 
fection of the present system of paths. 
There are three main divisions of this 
bicycle highway, namely, the Lake 
Washington path, the Lake Union 
path and the Magnolia Bluff path. The 
grades are very slight, the builders 
not hesitating to cut through a bank 
and bridge over a ravine almost as 
carefully as would be done for a nar- 
row-guage railroad. The surface of 
the paths is well cindered, making 
them dustless in the dry season and 
firm in the rainy weather.

ABY WORKERS IN SOUTHERN 
COTTON MILLS. 


Georgia is ore of the most consid- 
erable cotton manufacturing States of 
the South. Ax the Fulton mills of At- 
lanta are employed 1400 work people, of 
whom at least one-fourth are less than 
twelve years old. Applicants for Work 
sign a very comprehensive contract by 
which the company is relieved from re- 
sponsibility for injuries sustained, and 
agree to give two weeks’ notice before 
leaving the employ of the company, or 
forfeit one week’s pay, which is always 
held back—though all may dis- 
charged without notice. It is a signifi- 
cant fact that 90 per cent. of the s‘g- 
ratures to these contracts are made 
with the X mark. Certainly the chii- 
dren, who work twelve hours a day in 
the mills, will never learn the use of 
the pen. Of ten I spoke to as they en- 
tered the gate one morning, two hours 
before daylight, not one could read or 
write. Last January 1 visited these 
same mills, and was told that as a re- 
sult of the agitation against the em- 
ployment of very young children, they 
were not employing any who were less 
then ten years old. Out of the 800 em- 
ployés there appeared to be at least 100 
who were less than twelve, and some of 
these said they had worked for years in 
the factory. One little fellow had been 
there five years.—(Hugh Cavanaugh in 
the Pilgrim for August.

HILD WORKERS IN SOUTH- 
EAN COTTON MILIS. 


The writer in going through cotton 
milis in the South has constantly en- 
countered children of less than twelve 
years of age, and those who are only 
seven or eight are so numerovs as to 
cause no particular comment. I have 
myself talked with several who are 
six years old only, and Miss Jane Ad- 
dams reports having found a child of 
eight doing night work in a South Car- 
alina mill. Mrs’ Irene Ashby-McFay- 
den reports having talked with a boy of 
seven years of age who worked for 
forty nights in an Alabama mill, and a 
child not nine years old who for three 
years had been doing night work eleven 
months in the year. The question of 
wages is of the very least importance, 
although throughout the South mii 
wages are on a pauper scale. Adult 
labor is paid 60 cents to $1 a day, with 
but few of the workers receiving more 
than 75 cents. Child labor is paid from 
10 to 40 cents a day. The hours that 
these children must keep are such as no 
worker in a northern mill would for 
a moment tolerate. The customary 
days work is from 5:45 o'clock in the 
morning to 6:30 in the evening, but 
the system of benevolent paternalism 
maintained in the mills, which is un- 
qualified by any interference by labor

THE LAW OF PROGRESSION. 
S WE look back upon the world as it was a hundred 
years ago, we find a very different world from that 
which exists today. Civilization, science and in- 
vention had then starcely more than discovered the 
door which opens into the vast realm of possible human 
achievement. The threshold had not been crossed. 
The great volume of Nature had not been read, and 
‘hardly more than its simple alphabet had been acquired. 
The century which has just closed brought stupendous 
changes, and we find a development and expansion so 
great and marvelous that some of the world's greatest 
“thinkers are surmising and writing of “a developing 
new republic republic that must ultimately become 
a world-state of capable, rational men, developing 
amid the fading contours and colors of our existing na- 
tions and institutions.” | 
H. G. Wells, a successful writer of scientific text- 
books, has recently written a work in which he pictures 
things as they will exist in the year 2000, and in which 
he sets forth his “anticipations of the reaction of me- 
chanical and scientific progress upon human life and 
thought,” and the leading topics which he considers in 
tts pages are locomotion, cities, democracy, war, lan- 
guages, faith, morals and humanity. It is an exceed- 
ingly attractive picture which he presents, and one in 
which the changes that he anticipates are no greater 
than those which have transpired in the century whose 
door we have just closed us. . 
Ot what he considers conditions at the end of the | 
twentieth century—the year 2000—will be, we present the 
following abstract: 
“Locomotion will be facilitated by absolutely smooth 
highways. Trains and tracks will relapse into disuse, or 
Unger as relics. Passenger vehicles will be as wide as 
comfort demands. Everything will be exceedingly 
clean—no horses, no filth, no steam, very little noise. 
The rate of speed is not exactly indicated, but it will be 
greater than we now know anything about. Out of these 
conditions will be ‘diffused’ the great city. The whole 
country from Washington to Albany will be practically 
a single metropolis. New York City will contain 40,- 
000,000 population, spread over, say, 32,000 square miles 
of territory. Neighborhoods will not be so densely 
- built up. Telephones and mail chutes will make shop- 
ping simple.” 
All the conditions of warfare, the author also thinks, 
will be changed. The battles will be waged to a great 
tent within the air, although there will be marvelous 
military engagements upon terra firma, before which 
Waterloo and Gettysburg will pale into insignificance, 
for Science will wield the gun, and the rifle will have 
grown out of knowledge. The gun will have cross-thread 
telescopic sights and may be used with assurance at a 
mile’s distance.” 
With such powerful enginery of warfare at command, 
var must cease, for war would practically mean 
the annihilation of the great armies that might be 
brought into combat. and the slaughter would be too 
fearfully vast to be for a moment considered. With the 
most highly perfected instruments for human slaughter 
peace must come, and other methods than that of 
war be adopted for the settlement of difficulties that may

A CURIOUS LAND. 


SABLE ISLAND, ITS INHABITANTS 
AND ITS GHOST. 
By a Special Contributor. 


ALLED on the Chart “Sable Island,” it is known 
to mariners as the “Graveyard of the North At- 
lantic,” owing to the loss of life that has resulted 


C 


through shipwreck on its inhospitable shores. 


Low, crescent-shaped, and of sand formation, this 
island is situated eighty 
Scotia, on the Atlantic seaboard of Canada, 
senses features of interest that render n unique. Fre- 
quently it lurks invisible in the track of ocean-going 
steamers, because wrapped in the fogs which roll down 
from the Gulf of St. Lawrence. Ever-varying currents 
play amid its submerged bars, and no spot in the whole 
Atlantic holds such terrors for shipmasters as this lone 
strip of sand. : 

In the history of early voyages to North America fre- 
quent mention is made of Sable Island, and between 
1500 and 1800 many noted wrecks took place there; the 
entire crew perishing in nearly every instance. In 1800 
the transport Princess Amelia left England, having on 
board 200 officers and recruits, to reinforce the Halifax 
garrison, and a quantity of household effects and valu- 
ables belonging to the Duke of Kent, grandfather of 
King Edward VII; the Duke being at that time com- 
mander of the forces in British North America, and sta- 
tioned at Halifax. This ship was wrecked on Sable 
Island, and all on board were lost. Impelled by this 
circumstance, the government. took action, and an 
amount was appropriated to organize a settlement, build 
lighthouses, and establish a life-saving station there. 
The first permanent settlement was made in 1802, and 
the service has been continuously maintained, with in- 
creasing efficiency. Now all modern appliances, surf 
boats, signal codes, and everything conducive to the 
rescue of passongers and crew from a ship that may 
strand on the bars, are to be found here. About sixty 
people at present inhabit the island. They are the su- 
perintendent, lighthouse keepers, lifeboat and “patrol 


men, with their respective families. The island is under 


the direct control of the Canadian government. which 
furnishes all supplics. The superintendent, or Governor, 
is invested with magisterial powers. There are two 
lighthouses amd six life-saving stations, connected by 
telephone; two houses of refuge at remote points, which 
are supplied with food, and have fires laid, matches at 
hand, instructions’ where to find water, and beds pre- 
pared. These precautions are taken in case a ship- 
wrecked crew should land unobserved, but this rarely 
happens, as mounted men are constantly patrolling the 
shores, and on their report of a stranded ship the life- 
saving staff are quickly on hand. 

Sable Island proper was, at the time of the last of- 
ficial survey, twenty-two miles long and not over one 
mile wide at any point. These figures vary from year 
to year, owing to the shifting mature of the sands. 
Within the last century, according to the official returns, 
storms and currents have reduced the island in size from 
forty miles in length and four and a half in width to its 
present dimensions; and from 200 feet to eighty feet in 
height. It i¢ an astonishing fact that between 1803 and 
1833, eleven miles of the island disappeared under water. 
In 1881 thirty-three feet of the entire width sank, within 
a few hours. A year later, during a great gale, forty- 
eight feet by a quarter-mile was torn away in a single 
night, necessitating a hasty removal of the lighthouse 
to a site farther inland. Sixty years ago a small harbor 
existed, into which vessels of Nght draught could run, 
and there ride out a gale in safety, but a heavy sea 
closed the narrow entrance in a-few hours, imprisoning 


two American shooners which had run in from the 


fishing grounds, on the approach of the starm. Frag- 
ments of their whitened ribs can still be seen half-buried 
in the sand. Where once the harbor lay is now a lagoon. 
into which the sea breaks over a narrow strip of beach. 
When the steamer comes with supplies, only in very 
smooth weather can she approach within three miles of 
the shore, and there are times when it is impossible to 
effect a landing, even in the surf boats. As the island 
is low, and in color so nearly resembles the mists that 
overhang it, the booming of the surf and a white line of 
foam showing ahead are often the first indications to a 
shipmaster that the treacheroug currents have carried 
him into dangerous proximity to the sand bars. During 
the last year an experiment was tried, which, if suc- 
cessful, will tend to minimize this danger. Seventy

Italy gave $50,000 and was aided 
by France and Switzerland. Germany gave $3,000,000, 
and 500 men and women were employed to assist the 
nurses, Then came the Franco-Prursian War, and the 
Commune in 1870-71, requiring over $14,000,000—easily 
raised by the governments.

HOW THE GOVERNMENT DISPOSES OF 
HERITICS—CAMPING OUT.

ORMS of amusement are few in Asia Minor. No 
concerts or theaters relieve the monotony of life. 
Away back in 1880 there was an attempt to start a 
theater in Tokat, a beautifully located city two days’ 
journey, or about sixty miles, north of Sivas. Some

clothing, such as jackets, entarés and trousers, the 
women wore long, narrow woolen aprons embroidered 
tn yellow and white, with sometimes a touch of blue.

English woman, rather blunt but well informed. Both 

were elderly. I often wondered how they ever hap- 

pened to drift together, and how they ever happened to 
wander to Asia Minor. Many of the foreigners in the 
Orient have most interesting histories. 

Whenever we went out to ride, one of the Consul's guards 
always accompanied us. This precaution was necessary 
to preserve our dignity, and even to protect us when we 
ventured far into the country. Both the guards, or 
cavasses, were faithful and trustworthy, and I came to 
like them very much. Both were nominally Mahometans. 
One was a Circassian, with the slight, agile figure, fair 
complexion, dark hair and blue eyes usually found 
among the members of the race. He always wore a 
black lambskin cap very much the shape of the red fez, ' 
a tightly-fitting dark-blue coat with a long skirt, dark

THE RAVEN GLASS GULLERY. 


NESTING PLACE OF BIRDS ON THE NORTHWEST 
COAST OF ENGLAND. 


{London Spectator:] At Ravenglass, on the Cumber- 
land coast, three small rivers, descending from the lake 
country, flow into the sea together, They join and form 
a wide and muddy estuary, which is separated from the 
sea by a bank of sand hills. At one end of this range 
of hillocks there is a gap, through which the tide rises 
and falls in the estuary, and the fresh waters of the 
Esk, the Mite and the Irt make their way into the ocean. 
At the other end the sand hills are connected with the 
mainiand, near the village of Drigg, about three miles 
up the coast. |

To visit this spot in May, during the nesting season 
of the gulls, is one of the most agreeable and wonder- 
ful excursions that an ornithologist can enjoy. Having 
crossed the estuary, you land upon a bank of wet and 
crunching shingle, which changes as you advance into 
the purest and driest sand. In front rises the long, low 
range of sandhilis, and even at a distance the cries of 
the gulls, fying round above their mates, are noisy and 
strident. The hills for the most part produce nothing 
but dry, gray sea grass. Some slopes have nothing on 
them but pure, dry drifted sand. Occasionally the hol- 
lows, where a richer soil prevails, are filled with a 
tolerable turf and carpeted with violets and thrift. 


‘Everywhere lie broken shells, scraps of seaweed and 


wreckage, and the bleached and scattered bones of de- 
ceased rabbits. How long the gulls have resorted to this 
site no record apparently exists. Under the protec- 
tion of Lord Muncaster the colony has vastly increased 
in the last ten or twenty years. Probably it has 
from time immemorial. 
But until comparatively recent days the eggs were 
carried off in basketfuls, and the parent birds so much 
persecuted that they could hardly hold their own. Now 
they nest in security, and a vigilant keeper watches 
over their safety. Although the birds have so greatly 
increased in numbers, it may be that the original an- 
cestors of the existing colony saw the Roman legions 
marching up Eskdale, and supplied fresh eggs for the 
Roman garrison which guarded the ford below Mun- 


caster castle. Most gulls are gregarious during the nest- 


ing season, and have a strong attachment for their old 
homes, Some species choose rocky cliffs. Others prefer 
to nest upon the ground, in marshes or on sandhills, 
sometimes at some distance from the sea. The black- 
headed gulls are of the latter class, and their colonies | 
are well known in many counties. There can, however, 
be very few gulleries so large and so flourishing as this 
present one, Many acres of these dunes are occupied by 
their nests, often almost touching, sometimes a few yards 
apart.

A Flourishing Mining Camp. 
MAN who recently returned to Los Angeles from 
A searehiight, Nev., sends the Mining Review the fol- 
lowing account of things, as he saw them in that camp: 

1 was agreeably surprised to find such an up-to-date 
and progressive camp at Searchlizht, Nev., and were not 
so much interest centered at present in Tonopah this 
section of Nevada would command more attention than 
it is at present receiving. However, its time will come 
and pretty soon, too, for gince water has been struck 
in all three of the largest mines, there is no reason 
why even the lowest grades of ore in that district can- 
not be milled at a profit. 

“The Southern Nevada Mining and Milling Company, 
operating what is known as the Perew property, 
and the Duplex. Mining aud Milling Company, 
operating the Searchlight property, have ten stamp mills 
at their mines, while the Quartette Mining Company, 
which is the largest producer, keeps twenty stamps busy 
at its mill on the Colorado River, fourteen miles dis- 
‘tant. The latter company is milling about seventy tons 
of $20 rock per day, with a net output of about a thous- 
and dollars. 

“The ore of this district is very free and a high per- 
centage is saved over the plates, while the tailings are 
readily cyanided, there being no refractory elements to 


contend with. it is a rather ‘unusual feature that the 


character of the ore does not change when water is 
reached and it mills as freely as the ore above that 
level. 

“The Southern Nevada Compaay has ten stamps 
at work on ore averaging close to $50, and will add 
to its milling plant as occasion requires. They are min- 
ing a large part of their ore from a blowout or blanket 
vein, within a few feet of the surface, on what is known 
as their Blossom claim, and for an area of several hun- 
dred square feet there is practically no waste, as all the 
rock from the surface down as far as present develop- 
ment has shown is milling ore. 

“The Duplex, or Searchlight Company, has nearly 

completed its ten-stamp mill and will start as soon as 
thé water recently struck in the mine has been suffi- 
ciently developed to furnish enough for milling. They 
have plenty of good ore to run their mill and are adding 
to the reserves daily.

I 
lieve oll can be found south as well as north of the 
ready-proven territory; but a well must be drilled deep, 
and to accomplish this a different rig must be employed 
than the ordinary standard rig. A rig could be and un-

speedily and easily. But this cannot be done with a 
standard rig, and the sooner this fact is recognized the 
sooner will the boundaries of the field be extended, and 
a superior quality of oil be discovered.

Pasteurized Milk. j 


CORKisYONDENT writes to inquire what pas- 
teurized milk is, and why it is so called, also, inci- 
dentally, in regard to an establishment in this city 
which is preparing the milk in such form. ; 
Milk is an ideal food for germ life as well as for in- 

' fants,.and is sure to contain thousands to millions of 
bacteria per ounce by the time it reaches the hands of 
- the city consumer. The system of the adult may be 
able to resist the action of these,bacteria, but the system 
of the child is more delicate. The absolute sterilization 
of milk is difficult to accomplish, requiring elevation to 
a temperature even above the boiling point. Destruction 
of the vast majority of germs is secured By boiling, but 
bollod milk is unpleasant to the taste, and has some 
injurious effects upon the system. The pasteurization 
of milk, if-rightly carried out, destroys nearly all germ 
life, and leaves the milk still palatable. It is a process 
requiring much care, however, and The Times would not

‘Milk thus treated, however, even if the process

When a 
slice of fresh pineapple is placed upon a raw beefsteak 
the surface of the steak becomes gradually gelatinous, 
owing to the digestive action of the onzyme of the juice, 
“Of course, it is well known that digestive agents ex- 
ist also in other fruits, but when it is considered that 
an average-sized pineapple will yield nearly two pints 
of juice it will be seen that the digestive action of the 
whole fruit must be enormous. The activity of this 
peculiar digestive agent is destroyed in the cooked 
pineapple, but unless the pineapple is preserved by heat 
there is no reason why the tinned fruit should not retain 
the digestive power. The active digestive principle may 
be obtained from the juice by dissolving a large quan- 
tity of common salt in it when a precipitate is obtained 
3 the remarkable digestive powers just de- 
Unlike pepsin, the digestive principle of the pine- 
apple will operate in an acid, neutral, or even alkaline 
medium, according to the kind of proteid to which it is 
presented. It may therefore be assumed that the pine- 
apple enzyme would not only aid the work of digestion 
in the stomach, but would continue that action in the 
intestinal tract. Pineapple, it may be added, contains 
much indigestible matter of the nature of woody fiber, 
but it is quite possible that the decidedly digestive prop- 
erties of the juice compensate for this fact.”

MILK AS POWDER. 

The successful reduction of milk to the form of a 

is a recent achievement of much importance to 
the bakers, particularly those engaged in the business 
in a large way. They are enabled to secure their milk 
supply without any possibility of interruption and at 
much lower cost. This latter is due to the fact that the 
dried milk can be shipped so much more economically 
than the milk in its original form. A five-pound box 
can be shipped at a small fraction of that of its equiva- 
lent of whole milk and can be mixed as desired. The 
losses in the handling of fresh milk around a bakery 
are very great. Much is consumed by the men handling 
it, a great deal is wasted and not a little is spoiled by 
being improperly cared for.—[{Chicago News.
